Willi the help of Mark Farmer, 
Woods has developed replicas. of 
those weapons to see how effective 
thcy'waultntaye' been againsrthc - - 
large mammals and elusive game that 
came and went across the Snake River. 
Plain over the past 15,000 years. 

- — “You can trace what, was going on 
in southern Idaho to the development 
of the weapons," he said. "You can, 
for 'example, identify the point after 
. the last ice age when the bow and ar- 
row was invented in response to 
changing hunting conditions.” 

■ “When, the coni menial ice retreated 
.about 12,000 years ago and the weath- 
er warmed, the grassland expanded . 
and bison, deer and mountain sheep 
and goat became mote ptc.Yalcnt," 
wrote Twin Falls-born Leonard Ar- 
rington, author of the new “History of 
Idaho. "The result was that many peo- 
ples established home territories.” 

Whether those “home territories”
